Sir Keith, Smith Plans. Air 
Service. 


From Landon to Peking in ten 
days! Froro Peking to Shanshai 
in less than balladay, and to Tok- 
yo within twenty-four hours! 

dere is set down for the first 
time, details ofthe almost mira- 
eulous Peking London proposed 
Air Service. The project is backed 
by no less an authority omasron- 
autics then Sir. Keith Smitb, 
British roted aviator and holder 
of the Lendon-Austratia flight 
record. 

To Sir Keith no aeroplane feat 
js av impossibility ; not even stop- 
ping in mid-air, sbiftiog the gears 
and flying backwards. ; 

Sir Keith has been a guest at the 
Grand Horel Wagon Lits, where 
he was interviewed hy 8 ~ 
Stunderd reporter. » He predicts 
the following incidents as daily 
cecnorrences within two years 
from to;day: A-score of busicess 
men leave Peking onan airship 
in early morning. They arrive at 
Shanghai on the evening of the 
same day, and attend to business 
matters in Shanghai doring the 
evening. .By taking a morning 
zirship they will be backin Peking 
witbinaday andabalf. Another 
perty will leave London and, 
without a single landing will 
arrive in Peking, Tokyo or Aus- 
tralia in ten days. 


AS AIR SERVICE COMPANY. 


‘Fo enable such accomplish- 
rents, Sir Keith intends the float- 
ing of a company at a capital 
approximating £40,000,000. He 
expects to get this company well 
under way by 1924, when, he 
states, he will operate several 
airships of the ZR-1 type, with @ 
sleeping capacity of 40 passengers 
each.

Mr. Johason pain: ted tos similar 
provisidn in the Canstitution of 
the German Kepublis as a 
precedent for his own proposal. 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins opposed 
the amendment on behalf 
of the Ministry. He said that 
only matters of the broadest 
consent should be put into’ the 
Constitution, and those things 
should ba kept out which were 
likely to raise much controversy 


fand perhaps excite fears. He 


had no douwbe himself thst Parlia- 
ment could under the Constitu. 
ticn nstionalise the railways, and. 
it the railways, there was no 
resson why it should not nation- 
alise other forms of service. Thus 
there was nO reason from Mr. 
Johnson’s point of view for 
adopting the propoged new clause. 

The amendment was rejected, 
as was another in which Mr 
Johnson sought toadd: “Every 
cilizeo shall be afforded an op- 
portunity to.gain his livelihood 
hy economic Isbour. Where no 
suitable opportunity of work can 
be found for him provision shall 
be made for hissuppor.7 

Mr O’Hizgius thea moved 
artice 12. which is regarded 
by th> Government as a vital 
part cf the Canstitution. It 
reads: “A Lagislature is 
hereby created to be known 
as the Parliament of the Irish 
Free S:ate (Oireachtas). I: sball 
consist of the King and ‘two! 
Houses: the Caamber of Deputies 
(Dail E:reann) and the Senate 
{Seanad Eiresno) The pawer of 
making laws for the pace, order, 
and good sévernment: of the Irish 
Free State (Sarostat Eireann) is 
vested in the Parliament 
(Oireachtas).” 

Mr. Gavan Doffy had given 
notice of an amendment propos- 
ing to delete the name of 
she King. This, said Mr. O’Hig- 
gins, anticipsting Mr. Gavan 
Duffs, was in the Government's 
view virtaally equivalent to dec 
Iaring a repuli-, and he invited 
the Dail to treat the amamdment 
asit deserved. Under the traaty, 
Le pointed out, they cou’d not 
leave out the Ring. Constitution 
of other Dominions expressly 
included the King and provided 
no precedent for such an arend- 
ment as that of Mr. Gavan Doffy.
